its  Confequences ;  I  think  it  a  Duty  in¬ 
cumbent  on  me  to  fet  the  material 
Tranfadtions  of  that  Expedition  in  a 
proper  roint  of  View,  as  well  in  Juftice 
to  my  own  Conduct  and  Character,  as 
to  the  Officers  and  Men  ferving  under 
me  ;  and  for  the  particular  Information 
of  the  Reprefentatives  of  the  Nation, 
who  have  condefcended  to  think  our 
Services  deferving  their  public  Appro¬ 
bation  of  our  Condudt,  in  the  particular 

Honour  of  their  Thanks  conveyed  to  us 
by  their  Speaker, 

Manila  is  the  Metropolis  of  the  Phil- 
Iipine  Blands,  lituated  in  a  large  Bay  on 
tne  Ifland  ofLuconia,  in  the  Latitude  14, 
40.  North,  Longitude  n8Eaft,  from 
London,  in  Poffeffion  of  the  Spaniards, 

and

and  maintained  by  the  Crown  of  Spain, 
at  the  Requeft  of  the  Church  for  pro¬ 
pagating  the  Chriftian  Faith  among  the 
Indians,  for  which  they  have  a  large 
annual  Allowance  from  Mexico,  for  the 
Maintenance  of  their  public  Officers  and 
Clergy,  and  for  the  Support  of  their 
Convents  :  They  are  alfo  indulged  with 
Ships,  built  and  navigated  at  the  King  s 
Expence,  to  bring  the  faid  Allowance 
in  Money  :  Thefe  Ships  go  laden  with 
Merchandize  belonging  to  the  Inhabi¬ 
tants  (a  ftill  further  Indulgence  allowed 
them)  from  Manila  to  Acapulca,  and 
return  with  Money  :  The  King’s  is 
regiflered  and  the  Remainder  (about 
as  much  more)  a  fmuggling  Trade,  and 
connived  at. 

This  Trade  is  fo  very  prejudicial  to 

Old  Spain,  the  Cargoes  they  fend  being 

2  China 
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China  Silks,  Tndia  Cottons,  Spices,  &c. 
for  the  Ufe  of  the  People  in  America, 
that  the  Cadiz  and  Bayone  Companies 
have  frequently  prefented  the  ftrongeft 
Memorials  and  Remonflrances  to  the 
Iving,  Setting  forth  the  Damage  fuftained 
by  it,  but  without  any  Succefs,  the  Church 
always  getting  the  better  of  them. 

In  Confequence  of  Orders  from  Eu¬ 
rope  to  attack  Manila  on  the  War  with 
Spain,  the  Squadron  and  Troops  failed 
from  Madras  the  Bird:  of  Auguft,  1762, 
and  arrived  in  the  Bay  of  Manila  the 
24th  of  September  following  ;  and  after 
Summoning  the  Town  to  furrender,  and 
receiving  for  Anfwer  their  Refolution  to 
defend  it,  the  Troops  were  immediately 
landed,  and  began  the  Seige.  A  Breach 
being  made  the  6th  of  Odtober,  we 
/formed  and  took  the  City,  on  which 

the

the  principal  Inhabitants  retired  into  the 
Citadel,  but  fenfible  they  could  not  hold 
it  long;  fent  out  a  Flag  of  Truce,  de- 
firing  to  capitulate.  The  Terms  of¬ 
fered  were,  on  paying  “  Four  Millions 
“  of  Dollars,  they  were  to  have  their 
“  Churches,  Convents,  Palaces,  and 
“  other  public  Buildings,  with  the 
“  Town  preferved,  and  the  Plunder- 
“  ing  flopped,  with  the  free  Exercife 
“  of  their  Religion,  and  other  Liber- 
“  ties;  otherwife  to  be  Prifoners  of 
“  War,  and  put  on  Board  the  Squadron, 
“  and  fent  to  the  Coafl  of  India  as  fuch.” 

Thefe  Terms  they  accepted ;  and, 
whilfl  the  Articles  were  fettling,  they 
pleaded  their  Inability  to  raife  imme¬ 
diately  the  Sum  demanded,  unlefs  we 
would  admit  the  Phillipina  (which  was 
arrived  in  the  Port  of  Pallapa,  on  the 

A  3  Bland 
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Illand  of  Semar  from  Acapulca)  into 
the  Capitulation,  and  the  Vice  Roy  to 
fend  Letters  to  the  General  that  com¬ 
manded  her,  to  deliver  her  up  to  our 
Ships,  which  had  been  fent  after  her  ; 
to  which  we  affented,  on  Condition  that 
the  faid  Phillipina  was  a&ually  in  the 
Port  of  Pallapa,  and  delivered  up  to 
our  Ships  in  Confequence  of  the  faid 
Letter*  This  is  the  only  Ship  ever  ad¬ 
mitted  into  the  Capitulation  f  and  that  Con¬ 
ditionally  )  and  'which ,  injiead  of  being  de¬ 
livered  up,  or  ordered  to  proceed  to  Manila, 
agreeable  to  the  prornifed  Letter  of  the 
Vice  Roy,  was,  by  other  Letters,  privately 
fent  unknown  to  us,  directed  not  to  comply 
with  the  Vice  Roy's  Letter,  but  to  land 
the  Money  on  the  Jjland  where  they  were, 
and fecure  it  in  the  beft  Manner  they  could, 

until 
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until  they  jhould  receive  further  Directions 
from  Manila.  *

All  Things  being  thus  agreed  on,  the 
plundering  the  Town  was  immediately 
flopped  ■f-  and  the  City  reftored  to  Order, 
an  Account  taken  of  the  Ordnance  and 
military  Stores,  and  the  Garril'on  ef- 
tablifhed,  which  took  up  the  whole  of 

the  Troops  of  the  Expedition  ;  and  the 
Place  (in  Obedience  to  his  Majefly’s  In- 
ftrudions)  delivered  up  to  the  Eaft  India 
Company’s  Agent  for  their  Ufe  and  Be¬ 
nefit,  until  his  further  Pleafure  fhoutd 
be  known.  £  During  thefe  Tranfadlions 

*  If  this  Ship  was  not  admitted  in  the  Capitulation  by 
any  Accident  of  Non  Compliance  with  the  i  erms  of  the 
Vice  Roy’s  Letter  in  that  Cafe,  we  agreed  to  take  his 
Bills  on  the  King  of  Spain,  he  alluring  us  they  would 
be  duly  paid.

A  4 
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the  Treafure  remaining  in  the  Town  (a 
great  deal  being  conveyed  out  during  the 

Siege)  was  collected  together,  and  the 
principal  Inhabitants  voluntarily  taxed 

themfelves  to  pay  the  Remainder  as  far 
as  two  Millions  ;  and  if  the  Phillipina 
.was  not  to  be  got  at,  we  were  to  take 
Bills  on  the  King  of  Spain  for  the  other 
two  Millions,  which  the  Captain  Gene¬ 
ral,  or  Viceroy  (who  was  alfo  Archbiffiop) 
declared  he  had  Authority  to  draw,  and 
would  be  duly  honoured. 

So  foon  as  the  Place  was  in  PolTeffion 
of  the  Eaft  India  Company,  the  Spa¬ 
niards  perceived  the  King’s  Officers  had 
no  further  Power  over  them,  and  there¬ 
fore  flopped  any  further  Collections 
towards  the  Payment ;  and  from  theEx- 
cefs  of  Lenity  hitherto  ffiewn  them, 
foon  grew  infolent,  broke  every  Part  of 

the 
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the  Capitulation  by  retiring  into  the 
Country  and  joining  Anda,  one  of  the 
Royal  Audience,  who  had  taken  uo 

*  Jl 

Arms,  and  proclaimed  himfelf  Captain 
General,  while  their  Priefts  and  Friars 
publicly-exhorted  Rebellion,  and  preach¬ 
ed  it  meritorious  to  take  up  Arms  and 
deftroy  us. 

As  feveral  of  the  principal  Men  of 
the  Place  were  likewife  concerned  with 
him,  the  Captors  werejuftly  apprehen- 

five  that  little  or  nothing  more  was  to 
be  got  by  fair  Means,  and  were  willing 
to  fecure  what  was  Hill  in  their  Power ; 
and  therefore  ordered  their  Agents  to 
bring  into  the  City  what  Pvlerchandize 
was  belonging  to  the  above  Men  in  the 
Suburbs,  as  a  Security  till  they  made 
good  their  Ranfom.  But  were  greatly 
furprized  to  find  the  Eaft  India  Com¬ 
pany’s 
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panys  Governor  had  placed  Guards,  and 
would  not  fuiter  the  Agents  to  renaovd 
any  one  Thing,  by  which  the  Captors 
loft  upwards  of  200,000  Dollars.  The 
Captors  therefore  to  fecure  what  little 
yet  remained  in  their  Power,  gave  Di¬ 
rections  to  feize,  and  difpofe  of  a  Ship, 
named  the  Santa  Nino,  that  lay  in  the 
Port  ol  Cavita  at  the  Time  of  the  Town 
being  taken,  and  placed  her  Produce  to 
the  Account  of  the  four  Million  (altho’ 
fhe  was  not  mentioned  or  included  in 
the  Capitulation.)  \ This  was  the  only 
Ship  taken  in  the  Port,  atid  fold  for  only 
16,000  Collars,  and  which  the  Spaniards 
have  fine  e  artfully  and  jefuitically  endea¬ 
voured  to  propagate  to  be  the  SantiJJima 
Trinidad-,  ’tis  therefore  in  this  Place 
necejfary  to  make  known,  that  the  San tif- 
fma  Trinidad  failed  from  Manila  on  the 
l ft  °f  Auguji,  which  was  upwards  of  feveii 

Weeks 
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Weeks  before  the  Squadron  arrived  there, 
and  had  proceeded  fever al  hundred  Leagues 
on  her  Voyage  to  Acapulca  ;  when  meeting 
with  a  Storm  fie  was  difmafed,  and  en¬ 
deavouring  to  put  back  to  reft  was  met  with 
off  the  If  and  of  Capul  by  two  of  our  Ships , 

the  Panther  and  Argo  ( the  two  Ships  that 

were  detached  after  the  Phillipina)  and

after  an  Engagement  taken  by  them ,  above 
two  hundred  Miles  from  the  Port  of  Ma¬ 
nilla,  and  which  Ships  knew  nothing  at  that 
Lime  of  the  Surrender  or  Capitulation  of 
Manila.  *  Thefe  two  Ships  that  were 
fent  after  the  Phillipina  (in  Confequence 
of  Intelligence  obtained  by  a  Gaily  we 
took  in  the  Bay  foon  after  our  Arrival) 

*  A  Spanifh  Galleon  failing  from  the  Havannah  a 
Month  before  the  Arrival  of  Sir  George  Pocock  and 
IjOrd  Albemarle  to  attack  that  Place,  and  taken  in  her 
Paffage  to  Cadiz  by  two  Englifn  Cruizers  off  the  Canary 
or  Weftern  Iflands,  might  with  the  fame  Degree  of 
Equity  be  claimed  by  the  Spaniards  under  their  Capitu¬ 
lation  for  the  Havannah. 

had 
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-  had  got  as  far  as  the  Ifland  of  Capul,  in 
their  Way  to  Palapa,  when  they  met 
with  the  Trinidan,  and  the  being  much 
difabled,  and  having  a  great  Number  of 
Men  on  Board,  they  were  obliged  to  re-

turn  to  the  Bay  of  Manila  with  her  •  on 
which,  as  foon  as  poliible,  two  Frigates 
were  difpatched  again  after  the  Phillipi- 
na,  but  before  they  could  reach  the 
Streights  of  St.  Bernardino,  the  North- 
Fatf  Monfoon  was  let  in,  and  tire 
Weather  too  ftormy  to  pafs  the  Streights, 
and  after  ten  Weeks  fruitlefsly  attempt¬ 
ing  hj  were  obliged  to  return. 

The  Squadron  being  obliged  (by  In- 
ftrudtions  on  that  Head)  to  return  to  the 
Coaft  of  India  for  the  Protection  of  the 
Eafl:  India  Company  s  Settlements,  before 
the  North-Eaft  IVIonloon  was  expired, 
failed  from  the  Bay  of  Manila  the  begin - 

in  g 
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ing  of  March,  leaving  Orders  with  the 
Commanding  Officer  of  the  Ships  left 
for  the  Protection  of  the  Place,  fo  foon 
as  the  South- Weft  Monfoon  prevailed, 
to  proceed  to  Palapa,  in  order  to  take 
Pofteffion  of  the  Phillipina,  who,  on  his 
Arrrival,  found  only  the  Ship,  theTrea- 
fure  having  been  carried  in  fmall  Veffels 
to  the  Ifland  of  Luconia  by  Orders  from 
the  Inhabitants  of  Manila,  who  had  all 
this  Time  amufed  us  with  the  Promife 

V  .  *•  f 

of  the  Money  of  this  Ship  for  Payment, 
and  even  fent  Men  as  Hoftages  in  our 
Ships  to  get  it,  notwithftanding  they 
themfelves  well  knew  it  was  removed 
from  that  Place.  Through  the  Whole 
of  the  above  TranfaClions,  the  Spaniards 
by  Evafions  avoided  complying  with  the 
Capitulation  in  every  one  RefpeCt,  ex¬ 
cept  in  the  bringing  in  the  Money  from 
the  Mifericordia  and  Ordentercara,  which 
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was  out  of  their  Power  to  fecrete. 
They  bafely  and  ungratefully  took  up 
Arms  agaiuft  us,  after  having  their  Lives 

given  them.  They  preached  publicly  in 
their  Churches  Rebellion,  and  meritori¬ 
ous  to  deftroy  us. 

And  thefe  People  have  Rill  further¬ 
more  the  Impudence  to  charge  us  with 
an  Infringement  of  the  Capitulation, 
and  the  Effrontery  to  claim  the  Santifli- 
ma  Trinidad,  which  was  taken  above 
200  Miles  from  Manila  by  two  of  his 
Majefty’s  Ships,  who  knew  nothing  of 
the  Surrender  of  the  Place,  nor  was  in 
any  Shape  mentioned  or  included  in  the 
Capitulation,  having  failed  on  her  Voyage 
feven  Weeks  previous  to  our  Arrival,  as 
'  may  be  feen  by  the  Capitulation  annexed 
hereto.

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It  is  true  they  have  given  Bills  on  the 
King  their  Matter  for  Part  of  the  Ran- 
fbm,  which  he  does  not  acknowledge 
they  hao  a  Right  to  draw,  and  therefore 
refutes  Payment  of.  But  furelv  I  may 
with  Equity  be  permitted  to  add,  that 
as  he  allows  them  a  very  large  Sum  an¬ 
nually  for  their  Support,  and  has  again 
put  the  Place  into  their  Pottettion,  is  he 
not  bound  in  Honour  and  ftrid  Juftice 
to  oblige  his  Subjeds  to  make  good  their 
folemn  Covenant  and  Capitulation,  hav¬ 
ing  the  Means  fo  fully  in  his  Power  ?

The  King’s  Inftrudions  were,  if  we 
fucceeded  in  the  Conqueft  of  Manila,  to 
deliver  up  the  Fortifications,  with  the 
Cannon,  Stores  and  Ammunition,  to  the 
Eaft  India  Company,  until  his  Majefty’s 
Pleafure  ihould  be  fignified  with  Regard 
to  the  future  Difpofitions  of  the  faid 
Conquefts,  &c. 


Upon  the  Peace,  when  the  Place  was 
delivered  up  to  the  Spaniards,  the  Eaft 
India  Company  applied  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  Leave  to  carry  the  Artillery 
and  Stores  to  Madras,  but  received  for 
Anfwer,  That  they  muft  remain  for  the 
Defence  of  the  Place  ;  but  were  after¬ 
wards  told.  That  if  the  Spaniards  would 
give  Security  for  the  Payment  of  the 
Value  of  them,  they  were  to  be  left ;  if 

they 
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they  would  not,  the  Eaft  India  Company 
might  remove  them  to  Madrafs.  This 
laft  Anfwer  did  not  arrive  in  India  till 
after  Orders  had  been  fent  to  deliver  it 
up,  and  the  Seafon  too  late  to  fend  that

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Conditions  on  which  the  City  of  Manila 

fall  be  preferved  from  Plunder ,  and 
the  Inhabitants  prejerved  in  their  Reli¬ 
gion,  Goods ,  Liberties  and  Properties, 
under  the  Government  and  Protection  of 
his  Britannic  Majefy.

Art.  I.'  §  "HAT  the  Governor  would 

give  immediate  Orders  for 

delivering  up  the  Port  of  Cavita, 
with  its  Fortifications,  which  has 
been  executed  by  an  Order  to  the 
Caftiliana  of  the  faid  Port,  which 
was  (hewn  to  their  Excellencies, 
and  fent  to  the  Serjeant  Major  of 
the  faid  Port. 


II.  To  fatisfy  the  Four  Millions  of  Dol¬ 
lars,  which  are  immediately  de¬ 
manded  by  the  aforementioned 

Commanders 
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Commanders  in  Chief,  all  the 
Capitals  of  the  public  Funds,  fuch 
as  the  Mifericordia,  the  Ordenter- 
carra,  and  the  religious  Communi¬ 
ties,  as  alio  what  belongs  to  the 
Archbilhop,  which  lhall  be  found 
in  being  and  what  lliall  be  want¬ 
ing  of  the.  Compliment  of  the  faid 
Four  Millions,  lliall  be  made  up 
by  the  Capitals  which  the  faid  Ship 
Pnillippina  lhall  bring  in,  with 
Condition,  that  if  the  faid  Ship 
fhould  be  taken  by  his  Britannic 
Majefty’s  Ships  before  the  Time 
that  the  Advice  difpatched  by  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  lhall  ar¬ 
rive  to  her,  ordering  her  to  come 
3 >i.o  tms  Bay  1  or  if  the  Capital 
therein  Ihould  not  be  fufficient  to 
compleat  the  faid  Four  Millions, 
they  will  give  a  Bill  on  his  Catho- 

lie 
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lie  Majefiy ;  and  if  the  faid  Ship 
fliould  not  be  taken  with  the  Ca-

pital  therein  contained  at  the  Time 
that  the  Commander  of  the  Ship 
Phillippina  may  receive  Orders  to 
conduct  her  here,  the  whole  fhall 
be  given  up  to  make  up  the  Sum 
of  Four  Millions.  But  in  Cafe 
there  fliould  not  be  fufficient  to 
make  up  the  whole  Sum,  they 
will  give  Bills  on  the  Treafury  of 
his  Molt  Catholic  Majelfy. 

In  this  Manner  the  faid  Prcpofals  are 
agreed  to  on  the  Part  of  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  and  his  Council,  and  con- 
firmed  by  their  Excellencies  the  Britan¬ 
nic  Commanders  in  Chief,  according  to 
the  fourth  Propofition  of  their  Excel¬ 
lencies,  bearing  Date  the  6th  Day  ot 
O&ober,  1762.
